Roosevelt Asks Revision of Corporate Taxation 


F DR. URGES LEW 
ON EXTRA PROFITS 
OF CORPORATIONS 


New Measure Expected 
To Bring Nation $620,- 
000,000 Annually To 
Meet Payment of Farm 
Relief and Bonus Costs.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—(?)— 
An unparalleled revision of corporate 
taxation—handing industry an annual 
bill of $620,000,000 for farm relief 
and the bonus—was suggested to a 


startled and obviously uneasy  con- 


gress today by President Roosevelt. 

Republican criticism, in which some 
democrats joined, gave prospect of 
battle. Machinery was started imme- 
diately, however, to press the plan. 

In his special message the chief 
executive proposed that the federal tax 
collector reach into corporation treas- 
uries for a portion ef the profits not 
distributed as dividends. The extra 
revenue would provide the treasury 
with funds needed for farmers and 
war veterans. 

To accomplish this, he asked that 
present corporation income and other 
levies be repealed at an annual loss to 
the government of $1,000,000,000 and 
replaced with a levy on undistributed 
profits, which, with a resulting gain 
in individual income taxes, he estimat- 
ed would produce $1,620,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Stiff Corporation Tax 

His point was that under the pres- 
ent law stockholders receiving divi- 
dends pay only a surtax upon them, 
while his proposal would make divi- 
dends subject to both normal tax and 
surtax—with this supplemented by a 
stiff tax on corporation profits not 
turned into dividends. 

In addition, the President proposed 
that a sizeable portion of processing 
taxes refunded as a result of the su- 
preme court’s AAA and rice millers 
decisions, be scooped up by a special 
tax and that temporary excises be 
levied upon the processing of farm 
commodities to reimburse the treasury 
for losses attributed to the court’s de- 
cision. 

These levies would be limited to the 
collection of some $500,000,000 spread 
over a period of two or -three years. 
The number of commodities to be tax- 
ed would be increased with the re- 
sult, he said, that a “relatively light 
burden would be imposed on the pro- 
ducers, consumers or processors.’ 

While there had been talk of an 
effort to tax undistributed corpora- 
tion profits, congress patently had 
not expected such an extensive appli- 
cation of this method of raising 
funds.

There the Ethiopians had attempt- 
ed to block an Italian movement to- 
ward Lake Tana, headwaters of ie 
Nile. 

Fascists proceeded swiftly with 
mopping-up operations in the Tembien 
area and in every direction the 
ground wae littered with enemy dead, 
wounded and abandoned arms. 

The victory was described a; com- 
plete a one as the recent ones over

TAX PLANS 0 GUT 
FIRMS’ SURPLUSES 


Wall Street Sees Change 
in Handling Finances 
in Roosevelt Proposal. 


. NEW YORK, March 3!—-(4)—A 
complete change in the present meth- 
od of handling corporation finances, 
reaching into the next generation, was 
Wall Street’s ftnterpretation today of 
the Roosevelt taxation proposals. 

With only a brief fore-warning, Se- 
curities markets were stunned into 
inactivity when the President asked 
congress for around $1,600,000,000 to 
be raised by a levy on undistributed 
corporation profits. 

That same first reaction was gen- 
eral in banking houses, corporations 
and among economists and fiscal au- 
tl >rities. 

From the standpoint of the securi- 
ties traders, the tax was greeted as a 
windfall, since corporations would be 
forced either to increase payments to 
stockholders or to pay the heavy tax. 
Stocks promptly gained $1 to $5 a 
share on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

Weakened Reserves Seen. 

There remained, however, the dis- 
quieting prediction in several quar- 
ters that should corporations deplete 
reserves by dividend payments, they 
vould be in *» weakened condition in 
an mergency requiring cash. 

™-lancing that, some said, was the 
possibility that companies needing 
cash coulc immediately offer addition- 
al tock either to their own stock- 
holders or to the general public, 

But Wall Street analysts raised the 
objection that when a company needs 
cash, the condition of the market or 
the company might be such that a 
stock offering would be poorly re- 
ceiv2d or rejected. 

Some believed the proposed new 
laws would provide for maintenance 
of 1 “reasonable” surplus untaxed, 
but accountants declared there was 
no method for determining the size of 
a “reasonable” surplus for all cor- 
porations as a group. 

Size of Surplus.

One Week Given for Bel- 
ligerents to Reply; Oil 
Embargo May Be Used 
If Duce Fails To Sign. 


GENEVA, March 3:—(4)—The 
League of Nations appealed to Italy 
and Ethiopia today to make peace, 
but optimism was noticeably absent 
among officials. One week was given 
for reply. 

Some members of the “committee 
of 13,” including all members of the 
council save the belligerents, found 
hope in the fact that Premier Museo- 
lini has not yet officially and finally 
rejected the peace project. 

Paris dispatches from the newspa- 
per Echo De Paris said Italy has in- 
formed France she will resign from 
the League of Nations and withdraw 
from her military agreement with 
France if an oil embargo is added to 
present war sanctions. 

In British circles pessimism was 
pronounced. It was repeatedly em- 


phasized that the peace move was a 
"French idea and that sanctions would 
continue as usual until and if peace 
is actually concluded. 

To Draw Up Oil Embargo. 

Moreover, the sanctions committee 
of 18 will meet tomorrow to instruct 
its technical committee to proceed to 
draw up a detailed plan for enforce- 
ment of an oil embargo, so as to have 
it ready if the peace move fails. 

In other words, the deck is to re- 
main cleared for action and guns load- 
ed. Italians here were non-committal. 

Italy and Ethiopia were given one 
week to reply to the peace appeal and

WASHINGTON, March 3.—(&)— 
A new White House conference on 
unemployment, described by President 
Roosevelt as a still inconclusive dis-

The administration anticipated, 
Hopkins asserted, that “90,000 persons 
would be placed in private or other 
employment each two weeks between 
now and July 1. 

The White House meeting followed 
only a day after the American Federa- 
tion of Labor reported 12,600,000 were 
jobless in the nation, with the biggest 
December-January unemployment rise 
in five years. 

Earlier in the day, congressional 
circles revived talk of possible action 
on the Slack-Connery bill to require a 
30-hour week in industry. 

President Roosevelt told his press 
conference he had » general discussion 
on unemployment at luncheon with 
Secretaries Roper and Perkins, and 
Major George Berry, co-ordinator tor 
industrial co-operation, and hinted 
that further talks would be held.

Police headquarters said their count 
showed only 1,303 buildings affected, 
and employers’ spokesmen placed the

George Finch, chief defense counsel, 
last night answered all queries with 
the terse assertion: 

“I don't know.” 

Finch, however, said the chief will 
have complete answers to all the 
charges and expressed confidence the 
prosecution case will be squelched in 
the mass of rebuttal evidence which 
the defense will present tonight and 
at subsequent hearings. 

Possibility that more than 150 wit- 
nesses will‘ be summoned by the de- 
fense developed when ©. C. Brooks, 
secretary to the police committee, de- 
livered that number of subpoenas to 
defense counsel, 

Three Hearings Held. 

During the three hearings at which 
the committee heard from nearly 100 
persons, testimony on the following 
charges was heard: 

1. That Sturdivant ordered the re- 
lease of two impounded liquor cars 
to Owens. 

2. That the chief ordered a station 
lieutenant to change a charge of sus- 
picion of murder against Uwens to one 
of disorderly conduct and that Owens 
then was freed on a $1,000 bond, al- 
though bond formerly had been denied 
hi 


im. 

3. That factionalism has existed in 
departmentai ranks in the official per- 
sonnel for many years and that cer- 
tain «members of the department “are 
known either as Poole (A. Lamar 
Poole, assistant chief of police, who 
also is under suspension accused of 
incompetency and inefficiency) or as 
Sturdivant men.”’ 

Sensations Hinted. 

Hints of sensational developments 
as the defense delves inty its presen- 
tation of its side of the case were cur- 
rent yesterday, but Finch declined to 
comment on them. He was reluctant 
to discuss the matter at all, and as- 
serted that no indication as to the 
line of questioning will be made prior 
to the appearance of witnesses on the 
stand.

National Bank; Frank Berry, cashier 
of the state institution; Abner Lich- 
tenstein, brother of Bénnie Lichten- 
stein, who was slain in a Ponce de 
Leo avenue apartment, and others who 
have been rumored as star defense 
witnesses will be called or not.

It is un- 
derstood the money for the federal 
projects is in Georgia banks and 
whether or not it will be released for 
the work at this time cannot be said. 
It is ‘presumed the highway board is 
going ahead and let the contracts and 
try to get the money for them later. 
The state money needed for the con- 
tracts is known to be in the posses- 
sion of Governor Talmadge and his 
de facto treasurer, J. B. Daniel. 

The projects on which bids were 
asked yesterday are widely scattered 
over the state. 

Foremost of interest in Atlanta is 
the new North Side drive underpass 
under the Southern railroad tracks, 
a project long desired by the Fulton 
county commission and residents of 
the Atlanta area. 

Want Controversy Ended. 

As the call for bids went forth 
there was a growing demand over the 
state for the Georgia congressional 
delegation to obtain release of the fed- 
eral funds directly to the counties 
and the cities while the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce was making 
publie a resolution calling for an end 
to the state financial controversy with 
the statement that it was proving det- 
riment to business. The chamber ask- 
ed that the matter be settled by the 
courts or by the convening of the 
general assembly to pass an appro- 
priation bill. 

The 21 projects on which bids were 
asked yesterday would provide 22 
miles of paving, 33 miles of. grading, 
15 new bridges, the underpass and the 
widening of two old bridges. 

Of the three state aid projects only 
one involves a large amount of money. 
This calls for the paving of seven and 
a half miles on the Jackson-Monticello 
highway in Butts county. Another is 
for an appreciable sum, this provid- 
ing for the grading of five miles on 
the Jesup-Nahunta road in Brantley 
county.

All Schools To Close 
In Talmadge’s County 


MILAN, Ga., March 3.—(4)—Gov- 
ernor Talmadge’s home county, ‘lel- 
fair, will close its 1985-1936 school 
term Friday, completing only six of 
the usual nine months, according to 
announcement of the board of educa- 
tion today. This ruling gives 2,/(U0U 
Telfair pupils in 12 schools only six 
‘months of school and throws ¥3 teach- 
ers out of work until next September. 

In an open letter to the public the 
board stated that che deeision to end 
schoo] three months early was neces- 
sitated by the lack of funds. 

No school in the county will operate 
longer than six months, although sev- 
eral institutions that started late will 
continue a few more weeks until their 
six months are up. 

“In closing at the end of six 
months,” the letter said, “we shall owe 
to teachers past-due salaries amount- 
ing to $10,000, which sum is equal 
to the entire revenue expected during 
the remainder of the current school 
year.”

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MOVE FOR ROAD FUNDS 


Allocation Direct From 
Washington Sought Dur- 
ing State Crisis. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., March 3.—(#)— 
Cities and counties of Georgia, dis- 
tressed by the im of $17,0UU,- 
000 Georgia highway funds by fed- 
eral authorities, started scattered 
moves today to secure direct alloca- 
tions of the money while legislators 
continued to talk of a self-convened

The government withdrew payment 
of Georgia’s share of road funds after 
Governor Talmadge assumed financial 
“dictatorship” oi the state. It was 
the. second time within a year the 
fun‘s had been blocked. 

T's Americus, Senator Arthur Chap- 
pell continued to organize forces to 
convene a special session. He said 
he had received additional favorable 
replies to his pro l for a self-con- 
vened session. e declined comment 
on a reported meeting of several sena- 
tors in Macon Sunday. 

The Columbus city commission 
unanimously adopted a resolution call- 
ing on Georgia’s congressional delega- 
tion to sponsor laws allocating high- 
way and other federa] funds direct 
to the cities and counties. 

The action was taken, the resolu- 
tion said, because of “uncertainty and 
unsettled conditions in the executive 
and highway departments of Georgia.” 
The resolution also said there was 
“grave danger that the federal au- 
thorities may withhold these funds in- 
definitely.” 7 

In Augusta, W. H. Sherman, clerk 
of the county commission, said fa- 
vor ble replies to such a suggestion 
had been received from Georgia's two 
senators and from Representative 
Paul Brown. 

The Richmond county commission 
asked the three congressmen for help, 
fearing federal aid projects would be 
shut down if federal funds are delayed 
for long.

voirs.

A great celebration is planned for 
the occasion. 

At 1 p. m. President Roosevelt will 
press a telegraph key at the White 
House, sounding a siren on top of the 
dam. At the signal workmen will be- 
gin lowering sluiceway gates to block 
eight openings in the dam_ through 
which the Clinch river now surges, 

Standing on the river bank below 
the concrete structure, which towers 
253 feet, a large crowd will hear 
speeches by Arthur BE. Morgan, H. A. 
Morgan and David E. Lilienthal, di- 


prectors of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Others on the program are J. Frank 
Porter, of Columbia, representing Gov- 
ernor Hill McAlister, of Tennessee; 
George Fort Milton, Chattanooga pub- 
lisher; Thomas H. Allen, of Memphis, 
and Mayor James Elmore, of Knox- 
ville.

CONFEREES REDUCE 
FUNDS FOR REA BILL 


Proposed Spending Under 
Measure Is 420 Million; 


Roosevelt Pleased. 


WASHINGTON,. March 3.—(4)— 
A conference of administration aides 
and Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, today clipped the latter’s bil- 
lion-dollar rural electrification bill 
more than in half. 

The proposed spending under the 
measure was cut to $420,000,000 over 
a 10-year period in a conference be- 


tween Norris and a group which in- 
cluded Chairman Jesse H. Jones, ot 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion; Morris L. Cooke, rural electrifi- 
cation administrator, and Daniel Bell, 
acting director of the budget. 


President Roosevelt, who did not sit 

on the conference, expressed to a 
press conference his satisfaction with 
the bill in its revised form. The Presi- 
dent is currently engaged in budgetary 
revision and revenue-raising efforts. 


With the agreement in hand, Nor- 
ris headed back to Capitol Hill, say- 
ing he probably would bring the meas- 
ure up on the senate floor tomorrow. 
Senate discussion of the measure in 
its original form was dropped tem- 
porarily last week to seek an accord 
between proponents of a billion-dollar 
rogram and those who believed the 
igure excessive. 

As revised, the bill would provide 
$50,000,000 a year for the first two 
years, the money to come from Ke- 
construction Corporation, thus keep- 
ing it directly out of the annual budg- 
et. For the remaining eight years, a 
$40,000,000 annual expenditure would 
be allowed. The original bill asked 
$100,000,000 a year for 10 years.

The Governor takes the position 


‘that he will not call an extra ses- 


sion of the legislature because to do 
so would establish a “precedent” 
and that, even if he did take such 
action, it would simply be an invi- 
tation to future general assemblies 
to refuse to enact appropriation 
measures with the expectation of be- 
ing brought back into session. 

Such a statement: is a gross in- 
justice to the members ‘of the preés- 
ent legislature and to those that will 
meet in future, It is an unwarrant- 
ed criticism of their good faith, their 
loyalty, and their patriotism. 

In the matter of establishing a 
precedent, the Governor would do 
nothing of the kind. An exactly 
similar condition to that now exist 
ing arose in the administration of 
Governor N. E. Harris, distinguished 
member of the Georgia bar, when, 
in the jam incident to the closing 
of the regular session, no appropria- 
tion act was passed, the two houses 
differing then just as they did in 
the last session. 

Governor Talmadge holds further 
that if he called the general assembly 
in extra session he would naturally 
assume it would reach another dead- 
lock, as the members of both houses 
would vote as they did before. 

: Sievernor Harris did not so 4as- 
sume. 

In calling an extra session he said:

DRIVERS’ LICENSES IN TEXAS 


The automobilists of Texas are 
now securing drivers’ licenses un- 
der a, law enacted at the last ses- 
sion of the general assembly and 
the Texas Weekly, although feel- 
ing there should have been greater 
restriction as to those who can ob- 
tain licenses, utters the fervent 
hope that “the licenses will pre- 
vent Texas motorists from killing 
as many people this year as they 
did in 1935,” 


No such hope can be expressed 
in Georgia, for this state is still 
without a drivers’ ‘license system 
despite the efforts for many years 
to have the state follow the lead 


of more progressive states in other 
sections in adopting such legisla- 
tion. 

Under the new Texas law, li- 
censes are issued, without cost, 
from the offices of county tax col- 


who drive must have a license. The 
licenses can be suspended automat- 
ically or revoked on conviction of 
negligent homicide resulting from 
the operation of a motor vehicle, 
driving a car while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquors or 
drugs, any offense punishable as a 
felony under the motor. vehicle 
laws, three convictions within 12 
months’ time for speeding or reck- 
less driving, hit-and-run driving, 
and conviction on two _ separate 
charges of aggravated assault on a 
person with a motor vehicle. 

The provision in the law to which 
the Texas Weekly takes exception 
is that boys and. girls from 14 to 
18 years of age can secure.licenses 
with the consent of their parents, 
and that even children under 14 
years old can be licensed with the 
consent of the county judge. This 
influential Texas publication com- 
ments hopefully. that ‘it is a good 
sign that there seems already to be 
rather strong sentiment for making 
the law more stringent.” 

Time after time measures seek- 
ing to establish the drivers’ license 
system in Georgia have been intro- 
duced in the general assembly, only 
to be either defeated or else 
Shelved and not voted on. At the 
last session such a law was intro- 
duced, but was killed in the senate. 


With the deaths and injuries 
from motor crashes mounting in 
Georgia. by leaps and bounds, the 
state can no longer-afford ‘to fail 
to. create this check on reckless 
and drunken drivers.

Within 
an hour Paris was occupied by seven 
legions of the gardes mobiles and the 
royalist league was dissolved. This 
is the first blow at fascism. For the 
slightest incident will cause the gov- 
ernment to disband the other leagues. 
The influence of this: incident on the 
coming elections is incalculable. But 
there is little doubt that the fascist 
leagues by having recourse to violence, 
have ruined their chances completely 
of gaining any influence. They put 
themselves . under the ban. 


Herr Goering 


Warns. 


The prime minister of Prussia, Herr 
Goering, who was to represent Ger- 
many at the funeral of King George, 
was informed that his presence in 
England was not desired. The British 
government went out of its way, from 
king to prime minister and minister of 
war, to show friendship for Marshal 
Toukhatcheffsky, one of the command- 
ers of Russia’s army. This not only 
infuriated Herr Goering, as may be 
seen in his private ngwspaper, the 
Essener Zeitung, it made him sound 
a warning. It appears that Czechoslo- 
vakia is threatening peaceful Ger 
many. Czechoslovakia is building air- 
dromes on the German border, Ger 
many is worried about this, Herr Goe- 
ring states, but will know how to 
take steps to remove the danger. The 
Czech government has answered to this 
charge by stating that it has built 
one airdrome for every three airdromes 
Germany has built on her borders 
And the prime minister of Czechoslo- 
vakia asks how long the government 
controlled newspapers are allowed to 
go on in saying that Czechoslovakia as 
a state has.no right to exist and must 
sooner or later be swallowed up by 
Germany, in order to be civilized i 
the Teutonic way. 


Holland 
Alarmed. 


A bombshell was thrown into the 
serene peacefulness of life in Holland 
with the announcement that Germany 
had completed 15 military airdromes 
on the borders and that 51 labor 
camps were spread out along Holland’s 
side, Seventy-five thousand men are 
working on strategic routes and laying 
down a system of roads, so-called au- 
tostradas, some of which are five feet 
thick, heavy enongh to support mon- 
ster tanks and heavy bombardment 
artillery. Not only are the Dntch 
alarmed over this discovery, but great 
commotion has been eaused in Eng- 
land. for if Holland seems therewith 
destined to be the gattleground in the 
next war—Belgium having built ,an 
impregnable chain of forts which the 
Germans can reduce only with the 
greatest difficulty—airdromes on the 
Dutch border can send a fleet of bomb- 
ing planes over London in 30 min- 
utes’ time. 

The idea of the formidable prepara- 
tions on Holland’s borders is this: 
France will certaiagly be involved in 
the next European war. The. German 
high command fully counts on fighting 
France, Russia and Great Britain «i- 
multaneously. Great Britain is to be

terests of the city whose support was 
invaluable to the rise of their fellow 
countryman. So, excepting the faded 
photograph of Mr. Cermak hanging 
on the turn of the grand staircase 
with dust on the frame, local pride 
and the memory of his achievement 
were thoroughly controlled. 

The Czechoslovaks are much more

Old Man Masaryk was born the 
son of an Austrian serf—a coachman

The comparison is particularly hard 
at the present moment, for one of the 
most popular books in the book stores 
which abound in Praha is a curious 
biography of the old man written by 
a local journalist named Karel Capek 
(pronounced Chapek), who wrote a 
couple of very good plays in the few 
years just after the war. 

One of the shows was known as 
“R, U. RB.” or “Rossom’s Universal 
Robots;” the other as “The World 
We Live In,” more familiarly called 
the insect play. Mr. Capek’s insect 
play was a strange story in which 
all the. actors impersonated beetles, 
gnats, butterflies and two tribes of 
warrior ants—the reds and the blacks. 
It was not a very good play for the 
actors, for in their dehumanized form 
on the stage-they had no opportunity 
to strut their handsome profiles or 
wave their hands in graceful gestures, 
but it was one of the greatest dramas 
of our age and time, for it wound up 
in a world war between the red and 
the black ants over a dispute about 
the pathway between two blades of 
grass. 

Mr. Billy Brady, the old fight man- 
ager-theatrical producer, put on the 
insect play in New York, and one 
Sunday night he gave a special free 
performance for the editorial writers, 
editors, professors, publicity-loving 
generals and other heavy thinkers, in 
the course of which he stepped down 
to the footlights to bawl hell out of 
New York for permitting this great 
moral lesson to fall on barren con- 
crete. I don’t believe this scolding 
worked, and, as I remember the in- 
sect play, it died the-death of a June

The common characteristic .which.- 
distinguishes the. disease or diseases 
we call the grip, la grippe, the flu, 
influenza, is prostration, exhaustion, 
early and inexplicable weakening. But 
unfortunatély another characteristic, 
almost as common, and more striking 
in the mind of the sufferer, is the 
excessive aching the victim feels in 
nerves, muscles, bones and for which 


he desires quick relief. . 

There are on the market scores of 
remedies which bring quick relief to 
the aches or pains of grip. Unfortu- 
nately this is the one thing most “cold” 
and “grip” remedies do nothing else 
but. I say it is too bad for the health 
and safety of the sufferer with gri 
that such remedies are so freely avai 
able and are so insistently foisted on 
the. public as harmless and even bene- 
ficial. I refer to the various coaltar 
derivatives, remedeis containing ace- 
tanilide (phenylacetamid), phenacetine 
(acetphenetidin), antipyrin and simi- 
lar pain-killers. These drugs benumb 
the. sense of pain, fatigue, anxiety or 
worry. At the same time they depress 
the heart and destroy red blood cor- 
uscles. The latter effects are scarcely

TO CONGRESS’ DISCRETION 


On U.S. Tax Le 
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WASHINGTON, March 3.—{ AP)—| 
President Roosevelt's message to 
congress asking tax legislation: _ 

. To the Congress of the United 
tates: 
On Jannary 3, 1936, in my annual 
budget message to the congress, I 
inted out that without the item 
or relief the budget wee in matene.

ury through the enactment of the 
adjusted compensation payment act. 
I said in my budget message: 
“ . . The many legislative acts 
ing the machinery for recovery 
were all predicated on two interde- 
pendent beliefs. First, the measures 
would immediately cause a great in- 
crease in the annual expenditures of 
the government—many of these ex- 
penditures, however, in the form of 
loans which would ultimately return 
to the treasury. nd, as a result 
of the simultaneous attack on the 
many fronts I have indicated, the 
receipts of the government would 
rise definitely and sharply during the 
following few years, while greatly in- 
creased expenditure for the purposes 
stated, coupled with rising values 
and the stopping of losses would, 
over a period of years, diminish the 
need for work relief and thereby 
reduce federal expenditures. The in- 
crease in revenues would ultimately 
nee we and pass the declining cost of 
relief. 


POLICY CONFIRMED 


IN ACTUAL PRACTICE 

“This policy adopted in the spring 
of 1933 has been confirmed in actual 
pRactice by the treasury figures of 
1984, of 1935, and by the estimates 
for the fiscal years of 1936 and 1937. 

“There is today no doubt of the 
fundamental soundness of the policy 
of 1933. If we proceed along the 
path we have followed and with the 
results attained up to the present 
time we shall continue our success- 
ful (go pee during the coming years.” 

If we are to maintain this clearcut 
and sound policy, it is incumbent 
upon us to make good to the federal 
treasury both the loss of revenue 
caused by the supreme court deci- 
sion and the increase in expenses 
caused by the adjusted compensation 
payment act. I emphasize that ad- 
herence to consistent policy calls for 
such action. 


BREAKDOWN OF FIGURE 


To be specific: The supreme court 
decision adversely affected the bud- 
get in an amount of $1,017,000,000 
during the fiscal year 1936 and the 
fiscal year 1987. This figure is ar- 
rived at as follows: 

Deficit to date (expenditures 
chargeable to processing taxes less 
processing taxes collected) in excess 
of that contemplated in the 1937 
budget, $281,000,000 ; 

Estimated expenditures to he 
made from supplemental appropria- 
tion approved in the supplentental 
appropeiation act, 1936, $296,000,- 


Estimated expenditures to be made 
under the soil conservation and do- 
mestic allotment act, $440,000,000; 

Total additional deficit, 1936 and 
1937, due to supreme court decision 
and adjusted farm program, $1,017,- 


For the purpose of clarity, I di- 
vide the present total additional rev- 
enue needs of the government into 
the permanent and the temporary 
ones. 

Permanent treasury income of 

,000,000 is required to offset 
expenditures which will be made an- 
nually as a result of the soil con- 
servation and domestic allotment act 
recently enacted by the congress and 
approved by me; and an additional 
sum recurring annually for nine 
years will be required to amortize 
the total cost of the adjusted com- 
pensation payment act. 

The net effect of paying the vet- 
erans’ bonus in 19 instead of 
1945, is to add an annual charge of 
120,000,000 a year to the $160,- 

.009 already in the budget. 

We are called upon, therefore, to 
raise by some form of permanent 
taxation an annual amount of $620,- 
000,000. It may be said, truthfully 
and correctly, that $500,000,000 of 
this amount represents substitute 
taxes in place of the old processing 
taxes, and that only $120,000,000 
represents new taxes not hitherto 
levied. 


I leave, of course, to the discre- 
tion of the congress the formulation 
of the appropriate taxes for the 
needed permanent revenue. I invite 
your attention, however, to a form 
of tax which would accomplish an 
important tax reform, remove two 
major inequalities in our tax sys- 
tem, and stop “leaks” in present sur- 
taxés.

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The accumulation of surplus in 
eorporations controlled by taxpay- 
ers with large incomes is encouraged 
by the present freedom of undis- 
tributed corporate income from eur- 
taxes. Since stockholders are the 
beneficial owners of both distributed 
and undistributed corporate incom 
the aim, as a matter of fundament 
equity, should be to seek equality 
of tax burden on all corporate in- 
come whether distributed or withheld 
from the beneficial owners. As the 
law now stands, our corporate taxes 
dip too deeply into the shares of 
corporate earnings going to stock- 
holders who need the disbursement 
of dividends; while the shares of 
stockholders who can afford to leave 
earnings undisturbed escapes cur- 
rént surtaxes altogether. 


PROBLEM AS OLD 


AS INCOME TAX LAW 

This method of evading existi 
surtaxes constitutes a problem as o 
as the income tax law itself. Re- 
peated attempts by the congress to 

revent this form of evasion have not 

en successful. The evil has been 
a growing one. It has now reached 
disturbing proportions from the stand- 
point of the inequality it represents 
and of its serious effect on the feder- 
al revenue. Thus the treasury esti- 
mates that, during the calendar year 
1936 over four and one-half billion 
dollars of corporate income will be 
withheld from stockholders. If this 
undistributed income were distrib- 
uted, income were distributed, it 
would be added to the income of 
stockholders and there taxed as ig 
other personal income. But, as mat- 
ters now stand, it will be withheld 
from stockholders by those in control 
of these corporations. In one year 
alone, the government will be de- 
prived of revenues amounting to over 
$1,300,000,000 

_A proper tax on coroporate income 
(including dividends from other cor- 
porations), which is not distributed 
as earned, would correct the serious 
two-fold inequality in our taxes on 


, business profits if accompanied by a 


repeal of the present corporate in- 
come tax, the capital stock tax, 
the related excess profits - tax 
and the present exemption of 
dividends from the normal tax on 
individual incomes, The rate on un- 
distributed corporate income should 
be graduated and geo fixed as to yield 
approximately the same revenue as 
would be yielded if corporate profits 
were distributed and taxed in the 
hands of stockholders. A 

Such a revision of our corporate 
taxes would effect great simplifica- 
tion in tax procedure, in corporate 
accounting, and in the understanding 
of the whole subject by the citizeng 
of the nation. It would constitute 
distinct progress in tax reform. 

The’ Treasury Department will be 
glad to submit its estimates to the 
congress showing that this simplifi- 
cation and removal of inequalites 
can, without unfairness, be put into 
practice so as to yield the full 
amount of $620,000,000—the amount 
I have indicated above as being nec- 
essary. 

$17,000,000 MUST 
BE RESTORED 

Turning to the temporary revenue 
needs of the government, there is the 
item of $51%,000,000 which affects 
principally the current fiscal year, 
This amount must in some way be 
restored to the treasury, even though 
the process of restoration might 
spread over two years or three years, 

In this case also the formulation 
of taxes lies wholly in the discretion 
of the congress. I venture, however, 


to call your attention to two sug-} 


gestions. 

The first relates to the taxation 
of what may well be térmed a wind- 
fall received by certain taxpayers 
who shifted to others the burden of 
processing taxes which were im- 
pounded and returned to them or 
which otherwise have remained un- 
paid. In unequal position ig that 
vast number of other taxpayers who 
did not resort to such court action 
and have paid their taxes-to the gov- 
ernment. By far the great part of 
the processing taxes was in the main 
either passed on to consumers or 
taken out of the price paid pro- 
ducers. The congress recognized this 
fact last August and provided in 
Section 21 (D) of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act that, in the event 
of the invalidation of the processing 
taxes, only those processors who had 
borne the burden of these taxes 
should be permitted to receive re- 


funds. 
UNJUST ENRICHMENT 
CAUSED BY RETURN 

The return of the impounded funds 
and failure to pay taxes that were 
passed on result in unjust enrich- 
ment, contrary to the spirit of that 
enactment. A tax on the beneficiaries 
unfairly enriched by the return or 

‘non-payment of this federal excise 
would take a major part of this 
windfall income for the benefit of the 
public. Much of this revenue would 
accrue to the treasury during the: 
fiscal years 1986 and 1937. 

The other suggestion relates to a 
temporary tax to yield the portion of 
$517,000,000 not covered by the 
windfall tax. Such a tax could be 
spread over two years or three years. 
An excise on the processing of 
certain agricultural products is worth 
considering. By increasing the num- 
ber of commodities so taxed, by 
greatly lowering the rates of the old 
processing tax and by spreading the 
tax over two or three years, only a 
relatively light burden would be im- 
posed on the producers, consumers 
or processors.

IMPOSSIBLE IN LONDON 

LONDON, March 3.—(#)—It was 
authoritatively stated tonight that a 
marriage between King Edward and 
the former Infanta Maria Christina 
of Spain, hinted at by a Spanish 
newspaper, is “impossible” under a 
British law whereby the king cannot 
wed a Catholic.

Hidden From Driver, Say Experts 


The driver was hurrying home after 
a busy day teaching other people how 
to drive. It was a clear, crisp night 
and he sped over the crest of a hill 
at rapid rate. 

A high snowdrift loomed on his 
side of the road, and a car was ap- 
roaching from the opposite direction. 
Ihe expert driver, he who had been 
teaching others to drive, jammed on 
the brakes. 

That was the last action he remem- 
bered. 

But witnesses told the story of the 
crash; how the car struck the snow- 
drift, turned over, skidded more than 
40 feet on its side and crashed into 
the approaching automobile, which 
had pulled clear off on its side of 
the road. 

Driver Dodged Death. 


The driver who caused this acci- 
dent won a technical decision in his 
gamble with death. He didn’t die, 
but he was taken to a hospital suf- 
fering a sprained back and several 
broken ribs.

Congress’ Jurisdiction May

Al act of congress amending the 
national bankruptcy law so as to en- - 
able political corporations to readjust 
their bonded indebtedness was held 
constitutional today in a ruling of the 
— States fifth circuit court of ap- 
pea ° 

The decision reversed the findings 

of the district court for the southern - 
district of Texas, which dismissed a 
financial readjustment petition ued 
by a Cameron county (Texas) water 
improvement district on the premise 
the 1934 amendment was unconstitu- 
tional. 
_ Widespread interest was manifest » 
in the case in view of the many po- 
litical corporations throughout the 
country which have taken advantage 
of the amendment to ~eadjust tueir 
finances. 

Judge Rufus E. Foster wrote the - 
opinion. 

The Cameron county water im- 
provement district filed its petition 
in July, 1934, after passage of the 
act seeking to readjust its $800,LU0 
indebtedness. 

Dismissal Sought. 

On October 1, 1934, a group of ° 
bondholders holding more than 5 per 
cent of the total issue of bonds, filed 
a contest to the petition and moved it 
be dismissed, setting out the following 
allegations: 

_That the court was without juris- 
diction because the proceeding was not 
in bankruptcy and congress was .‘ith- 
owt authority to adopt .the act; 

That the proceeding was in ;iola- 
tion of the fifth amendment to the 
federal constitution (due process 
amendment) ; 

That the petition was ineffective be- 
cause the Texas legislature had not 
authorized the petitioner to accept the 
benefit of an act of congress; 

And that the petitioner actually 
was not insolvent. ; 
Court’s Opinion. 

Said the circuit court opinion: 

“Of course, a sovereign state may 
not be sued by an individual without 
her consent. But congress may ex- 
tend the jurisdiction of the interior 
courts of the United States over tue 
states of the Union where the state 
is seeking relief and a federal question 
is presented for decision. "“he immu- 
nity of a state does not extend to a - 
political corporation of the state and 
a suit to enforce the obligations of 
such corporations may be maintained 
in a federal court without the consent 

of the state... . 

“‘We do not consider the consent of 
the state in advance is necessary to 
enable a political corporation to take 
advantage of the beneficial provisions 
of the law. ... 

“The act is remedial and to be lib- 
erally construed... . 

“The act of May 24, 1934, provides 
that the judge, after hearing, may di- 
rect the taxing district to file such 
schedules and submit such other in- 
formation as may be necessary to dis- 
close the conduct of affairs of the tax- 
ing district and the fairness of any 
proposed (readjustment) plan. 

“The act clearly contemplates that 
the district judge, in the exercise of 
sound discretion, should not only al- 
low but may direct necessary amend- 
ments to the petition in order to per- 
mit the granting of the relief provided 
by the act... . : 

“Other objections urged by the in- . 
tervenors 
merit and do not require discussion.”

The standard for og gold, or what 
is called pure gold, is 24 karats. This 
is the basis upon which various part- 
gold objects are rated. Scientists say 
that “in reality, however, there is no 
gold so pure, but that it wants about 
a quarter of a karat of this stand- 
ard.” Thus, a metal which is 23 and 
three-fourths karat gold would be call- 
ed pure gold—even though it is not. 
In its native state gold is~- usually 
mixed with silver about 9-10 per cent, 
and it is impossible, apparently, to 
refine all of this out. Gold is a very 
soft metal and useless for coins and 
jewelry unless in alloy.

NEW ORLEANS, March 3.—()— 
Cotton lost 20 to 60 cents a bale to- 
day when the announcement was made 
that cotton from the government's 
pool would be offered for sale for 
an indefinite period. 

Until shortly before word from Os- 
car Johnston, head of the pool, was 
posted at the exchange, the market 
had ruled steady and slightly higher 
than the previous close. The close 
was steady at net declines of 4 to 12 
points. 

Sales of the pool cotton had been 
stopped about a week ago to permit 
the pool to catch up with deliveries. 
Mr. Johnston, in his announcemeut, 
said he regarded the futures market 
at favorable levels at present for gale 
of more cotton. 

The pool cotton has been watched 
by the speculator for some time and 
his more active interest in the market 
awaits details of the government's 
new farm program for cotton and on 
the outcome of legislation affecting 
surplus disposal.

Market Outlook 


By MAX BUCKINGHAM. 

(Copyright, 1986, by United Pres.) 
NEW YORK, March 3.—(UP)— 
The stock market smashed into a new 
high since 1931 today as preliminary 
bullish interpretation was placed on 
President Roosevelt’s recommendation 

for a tax on corporation surpluses. 
Market operators felt immediately 
that this would mean higher dividends 


for many stocks whose corporate man- 
agements have been pursuing policies 
of building up surpluses. As a result 
many new highs were made in old- 
time leaders including Chrysler at 
1 1-2—a new high since 1929— 
General Motors at 62 1-2, also a high 
since 1929, and U. S. Steel at 66 5-8, 
a high since 19383. The Dow-Jones 
industrial average reached a new high 
since 1931 but rails and utilities 
lagged. 

But the first wave of bullishness 
was tempered tonight. There were 
outstanding points the Street had not 
thought of originally, including: 

1. Dissatisfaction by many corpo- 
rations. 

2. Higher income tax payments by 
stockholders through a normal tax on 
dividends. 

3. The fact that many in congress 
are opposed to the tax, that numerous 
tax proposals may come forward and 
the possibility that inflationists will 
seize upon the recommendation as an 
opportunity to push tkeir demands. 


The fact that dividend payments 
might be increased by corporations not 
desiring to pay the tax on surplus 
brought in fairly good buying demand. 

Reasons for this view are shown 
clearly in a few stocks whose con- 
panies have made reports for 1935 on 
common share earnings, but little con- 
sideration was taken of the fact that 
by elimination of the present corpo- 
rate tax system—capital stock tax, 
corporation excess profit tax and grad- 
uated corporation income tax—which 
would provide greater per share earn- 
ings, there would be heavier taxation 
on dividends, meaning the stockholder 
would have to pay more to the gov- 
ernment, if the companies did not 
build up surpluses and passed on the 
added earnings above dividends to the 
stockholders. 

Meanwhile, A. W. Zelomek, presi- 
dent of the International Statistical 
Buregu, said the consumer will have 
to bear the burden of increased costs

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Chicagoan Tells Senators 
Average Utility Has No Real 
Value Behind Stocks. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—(UP) 
The average American public utility 
has “no real value” behind its pre 
ferred and common stock, Victor A. 
Dorsey, Chicago, who has appraised 
power company properties in every 
state, told the senate lobby commit- 
tee today. 


Dorsey testified in connection with 
the committee’s inquiry into utility 
opposition to the Wheeler-Rayburn 
“death sentence” bill last session. 
Earlier, Chairman Hugo L. Black, 
democrat, Alabama, indicated that 
the committee may call Henry L. 
Doherty, multi-millionaire sport

Under the questioning of Senator

age power company’s property. 

“In other words, there is no real 
value behind the preferred stocks and 
none behind the common _§ stocks?” 
asked Schwellenbach. 

“That is true in the average com- 
pany,” said Dorsey. 

“Telegrams were showered upon 
us,” continued Schwellenbach, refer- 
ring to the “death sentence’’ fight, 
“in which we were told that invest- 
ments would be wiped out if the bill - 
passed. As a matter of fact, those 
investments had no real value any- 
way.’ 
“That's true,” the witness agreed. 


BRITISH NAVAL PLANS 


ARE AWAITED IN U. S. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—(?)—
